tbe water company laid ten or fifteen 
miles of pipe In uuV streets twenty years 
ago. There Is no case oo record of such 
s result following the laying of water or 
gaa pipes In any towu In this part of the 
United States. Tbe entire pipe system 
could be laid new In three months, and no 
street would be opened more than a few 
days at a time. There la nothing In this 
to scare Bloomfield into throwing away 
175.000. 

8. It is claimed that our streets will be 
ruined. 

Very few streets are paved from curb 
to curb, and probably four fifths of our 
pipes are oulaide tbe line of tbe macadam 
pavements $75,000 la a big sum to pay 
for the purpose of avoiding auch a trilling 
injury to a few streets. We could pave 
ten miles of new streets for that money 
There is nothing in this to scare Bloom 
field out of $75,000 of good money 
Water pipes are not laid In subways and 
tunnels. 

The $150,000 which we are asked to 
pay la compared with the $550,000 which 
East Orange paid, and It la represented 
that we are buying cheaper than East 
Orange bought. This U absolutely untrue. 
The Ogp^e Water Company's books 
showed that the company waa learning a 
net profit of more than $50,000 a year 
from Its East Orange business, and at least 
$175,000 of the $350,000 which that town 
paid the company waa paid as compensa¬ 
tion for taking away, or rather purchas¬ 
ing a business which was earning such a 
handsome income for iU owners. The 
water company tay that they are losing 
I $1.000 per month on their Bloomfield 
business. A plant which earns $50,000 
per year for Its stockholders is worth 
many times as much as a plant which 
loses $12,000 a year for Its stockholders. 
The voters of this town are Ihe jury to 
determine this question, and if they shall 
determine It wrongfully, about all they 
can do In the future will be to pay the 
money and be sorry.
